The “blank cheque” method of approp- 
riating public money for the extension of 
relief, or the provision of relief work, 
carries one condition which cannot be in 
any way escaped or explained away. In 
asking for complete liberty of action as 
to how much they will spend and how and 
for what they will spend it, the federal 
Ministers thereby assume complete res- 
ponsibility for dealing with unemployment 
and distress in whatever measures these 
may appear, and for doing this in a strictly 
uniform and impartial way in all parts of 
the Dominion. 

There is no getting away from that 
principle, nor from the implications which 
follow. If, after the bill has been assented 
to, there is anywhere in Canada a con- 
dition of destitution, it will be the un- 
questionable duty of the Government to 
see that this condition is relieved when it 
is brought to attention in the usual way. 
The Ministers have asked for all the power 
that could be given them, and this is being 
given. There is no limit to the money 
they may spend in relief work, and no 
restrictions as to how they may use the 
money. 

If anywhere in Canada people go 
hungry this winter, or if the cities are 
allowed to swarm with idle men for whom 
work might be supplied,.there will be no 
‘y thing as a disclaimer from Ottawa 

the effect that “the appropriation is 

usted,” or that ‘there is no vote” that 

ld be stretched to cover the particular 
ise in point. 


GENIUS IN DISTRESS 


Even a genius must eat. But unfor- 
tunately, in Canada as elsewhere, popular 
recognition is sometimes late in coming, 
and a great writer, or painter, or musician 
or sculptor, must spend his old age in 
want. It comes with something of a shock 
to learn that Bliss Carman died in pov- 
erty; and that Charles G. D. Roberts is 
moneyless, after spending half a century 
turning out literature of which Canadians 
are proud, but which they apparently do 
not buy and read. 

There is something of national re- 
proach involved in this neglect of the ex- 
ceptionally talented sons and daughters 
of the Dominion, and it should be welcome 
news to the public that a movement is now 
afoot to make tardy amends. The Cana- 
dian Authors’ Foundation is the name of 
an organization of which His Excellency 
the Governor-General is patron. 

The object is to raise a fund by volun- 
tary subscription, from which assistance 
will be given to distinguished Canadian 
authors who find themselves in the eve- 
ning of life without the means for a de- 
cent living. Later on the plan is to ex- 
tend the scope, and to give similar assist- 
ance to outstanding musicians and artists 
in like circumstances. 

At present this organization is being 
completed by the creation of local commit- 
tees in the leading centres, one such com- 
mittee now being in process of formation 
in Edmonton. Through these local com- 
mittees the appeal for contributions will 
be nation-wide and permanent, and there 
is assurance that deserving cases in all 
parts of the Dominion will receive uniform 
recognition. 

This movement is one to command the 
sympathy of everyone who is interested 
in the development of Canadian literature 
and art, and when the appeal comes it 
thould meet with a response both general 
and generous, 
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THE WHEAT BONUS 

The wheat bonus bill as finally passed 
by the House of Commons is better in two 
ipa than the bonus plan as this 
1a8 been understood and as it was appar- 
ently drafted in the first place. The bill 
provides that five cents shall be paid “for 
every bushel of wheat grown in the 
poormess of Alberta, Saskatchewan and 

anitoba in the year 1931, and delivered 
to any licensed elevator in the western 
inspection division, commission merchant, 
track buyer or grain dealer as defined by 
the Canada Grain Act.” 

That is to say, the bonus is to be paid 
direct to the grower, and paid on all the 
grain of this year’s crop that he sells in 
the regular way. The original announce- 
ment was that the bonus would be paid on 
wheat exported from the country only 
From this the inference was drawn that 
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“If God be for us who can be against us?” -e.

it would be paid to the ocean shipping 
companies, the reduction in freight being 
supposed to work back along the line and 
result in a corresponding increase in price 
to the grower. 

It will make no difference to the 
grower, under the bill, whether his wheat 
is exported or ground and eaten in Canada. 
And there will be no opportunity for any 
intervening interest to “absorb” the bonus 
that is intended for him, The money is to 
be paid to him by the buyer, and paid on 
all the wheat he delivers. Nor is the bonus 
money subject to garnishee, If the sub- 
sidy is not large, there is at least the 
advantage that it will be paid direct, paid 
at once, and paid on all the wheat de- 
livered. 

It is unfortunate that the bill was not 
broadened to include the whole wheat- 
growing area of the west. The Peace River 
section of British Columbia lies outside the 
territory in which it is operative, and the 
growers in that rapidly developing wheat- 
growing district will not receive the bonus. 
As these pioneer growers are farther from 
railway facilities and markets than grow- 
ers in any other section of the west, 
denying them the bonus is a poor way to 
recognize the enterprise they are display- 
ing and the service they are rendering in 
pushing back the wheat frontier.

And it will always be true, as I have 
said so many times in this column, 
that the three basic processes of pro- 
duction, distribution, and consumption 
touch life At more points and oftener 
than all other social processes put to- 
gether. 

Men and women spend the major 
part of the'r lives at the work from 
which they get their bread and but- 
ter. 

How the work is done, how its 
money is made, how its wealth and 
its goods are distributed, are, therefore, 
matters of transcendant importance. 

And a]! this has gone on quite apart 
from politics, despite the growth of 
public regulation of private enterprise, 

This has meant that the most ex- 
citing and rewarding and significant 
career for a young man of force lay, 
not in politics, but in business. 

But we have come to a turn in the 
road. 

The present depression is proving 
to more people every day that a tech- 
nical civilization like ours will sooner 
or later fall apart unless there is 
brought into the whole of its economic 
order the kind of careful and compre- 
hensive p'anning that has been put 
into our separate industries in the 
past, 

I think we can achieve all this with 
& minimum of governmental] interven- 
tion and participation, but there will 
be a period in the next 25 years when 
the impulse of government to take a 
hand wil] be powerful, and we shall 
need to draft into politics the best 
brains we have. 

Historic services will be rendered in 
the political field during the next 25 
years as historic services have been 
rendered in the industrial field during 
the last 25 years, and these services 
will be of two kinds, 

(1) The service of administering ably 
the amount of governmenta) participa- 
tion that will be essential to bringing 
the necessary planning into our econ- 
omic order. 

(2) The service of preventing gov- 
ernment from setting out upon a futile 
theoretical intervention of the econ- 
omic field,

The wholesome spread of knowledge 
concerning nervous symptoms in chil- 
dren should not make parents unduly 
apprehensive. “Normal” is a flexible 
term. Nature permits large limits of 
variation. Of any hundred persons at 
any age and living under comparative- 
ly favorable conditions, not many will 
live to a hale and hearty old age. If 
you regard these alone ts normal in 
longevity, it puts the rest in a dis- 
qualified class. If you have in mind 
the hardiest and sturdiest kind of a 
nerovous system that will mature 
without any complications and take 
with composure and good recovery the 
strains and stresses of living, there is 
as great a percentage that by that 
standard makes for greater risks nerv- 
ously as the other for life insurance. 


Parents must accept minor signs of 
heryousness as common in children, 
while yet alert to detect them early 
and check their growth There are 
different liabilities at different ages. 
We almost expect children to have 
measles and whooping cough, though 
it would be far better if they didn't; 
and parents feel a little safer when 
that stage is over.

JULY 29th 

George Bradshaw born July 29, 1801. 
George Bradshaw originated the Eng- 
lish time table we know by his name. 
Many people who have attempted to 
“look up” a train in this voluminous 
work possibly hold this as nothing to 
his favor. To the person who only 
requires a time table once a year when 
he goes to the seaside or somewhere, 
the Bradshaw is a work beyond com- 
prehension, To him it ts a book of 
mystery by the help of which a man 
might well set forth upon a journey 
and never return. But there are 
people who revel in it and manage to 
catch all sorts of trains that would 
appear io ihe ordinary mortal to be 
non-existent outside its columns. But 
it is a wonderful work; and a good 
deal more wonderful today than when 
Bradshaw first conceived it. When he 
produced it in 1839 it was as a small 
volume bound in cloth, price 6d, It 
was then Bradshaw's Railway Time 


changed to Bradshaw's Railway Com- 
}panion, which apparently appeared 
only occasionally, and was supple- 
|mented by a monthly time sheet. It 
| was not until 1841 that it eppeared as 
Bradshaw's Monthly Railway Guide in 
the now well-known yellow wrapper. 
| This could only be done after the rail- 
| way companies had been induced to 
adjust their time tables for the begin- 
ning of each month, Previously, ap- 
parently, they had altered times when- 
ever they felt inclined. No, 2 of the 
publication was a modest volume com- 
pared with that of today, for it only 
ran to 32 pages as compared with 
nearly 1,200 of the present work. The 
complexity of the work originated 
simpler publications such as the 
A.B.C., but the Bradshaw is the real 
railway guide, It is only human 
nature, however, that, despite the pro- 
duction of sueh a stupendous work, 
many people prefer to ask a porter!

TREATMENT FOR SUNSTROKE! 
AND HEAT EXHAUSTION 


When sunstroke occurs the face is 
usually red, the fever high, and the 
patient possibly unconscious. The first 
thing to do is to reduce the fever with-| 
in reasonable bounds as quickly as 
possible. One of the best methods for 
treating such cases is to place the pa- 
tient on a cot and throw cold water on 
him from several feet away, Then use 
ice packs to the head and neck every 
three minutes, Ice cold enemas are 
sometimes used, but I have found that 
the tepid or slightly cool enema is 
more effective, as it cleanses the bowel 
better. 

The skin of the patient may be 
eooled by turning a hose on the pa- 
tient or by sponging with ice water 
The temperature is sometimes alarm- 
ingly high and may reach 107 degrees 
to 110 degrees. Keep up the sponging 
with ice water until the temperature 
has been reduced to 103 dpgrees. Then 
place the patient in bed, giving cool! 
water to drink and allow no food but 
acid fruit juices until the patient re- 
covers, 

Heat exhaustion being different 
from sunstroke requires a different 
treatment. This is the most common 
trouble during a heat wave. The pa- 
tient may be unable to sleep or work | 
properly for several days. The first 
symptoms are digziness, nausea, pale-| 
ness of the face, quick breathing, weak 
pulse, and finally loss of consciousness 
The important symptoms are pale face 
and clammy skin which is easily dis-| 
tinguished from sunstroke, where the} 
face is red and the fever high. | 


The treatment for heat exhaustion 
is to bring the temperature back to 
normal which will help the heart ac-| 
tion. The hot bath with cold appli-| 
cations to the head may be used. Hot 
packs may be applied to the spine and! 
the limbs massaged, if you cannot 
rive the hot bath. Stimulants may be 
needed, 

Follow the immediate treatments| 
with at least two days’ rest in bed, and 
a fruit diet. All heating foods should} 
be avoided. Hot enemas and deep) 
breathing exercises are also helpful) 
adjuncts to the treatment | 

You will see that the treatment is 
exactiy opposite for heat exhaustion | 
and sunstroke, When you realize that 
in heat exhaustion the skin is pale) 
and cold, while in sunstroke it is red 
and hot, you can readily see the dif-| 
ference and know which treatment to 
use, | 

Both sunstroke and heat exhaus- 
tion are associated with nervous shock | 
and the patient should be required to! 
remain in bed for several days after 
an attack. The pagient should remain 
on fruit juices for at least four or 
five days, with frequent shower baths, | 
deep breathing exercises and friction 
rubs. Every effort should be made to 
build up the patient’s health and he 
should be very careful about exposing 
his body to undue heat or direct rays/| 
of the sun for some time. }

The best fumigating gas to ove 
is hydrocyanic acid, but this ts very 
dangerous to human beings and should 
be used only by an expert famigotor 
who can be found in any large city, 
Sulphur fumes may also be employed 
to advantage, but there ts @ risk of 
injury to household fabrics from 
bleaching, and of tarnishing metallic 
surfaces. Most drugstores have a li- 
quid preparation which can be sprayed 
inte the cracks or concealment places, 
and will asually do the work if it is 
used several times over a period of a 
few months. The bedbug often stays 
concealed for months at a time and 
untess the spray is repeated at inter- 
vals they are liable to come from their 
hiding places after the effect of the 
poison has worn off. 


Flaxseed

Answer: Flaxseed is # nourishing

“Furthermore,” I continued, “there 
will be no eating between sundown 
and sunrise—except for the guard 
and this applies to officers as well as 
enlisted men.”

Oficers found out that the dim but 
clearly defined image of a woman! 
holding a child disappéared when the 
lights were flashed upon it. They 
determined from this that the image 
about fifteen feet in height, was a re- 
flection from some statue in the 
neighborhood.
